24,037 names were regiatered of whom 22,684 
were men and 1,353 women. These figures 
show a great increase on the number which 
arrived during February. During March 
5,921 Japanese left Manchuria, which is 192 
leas in February. Of the arrivals in 
March 696 were classified as merchants and 698 
as workmen ; the oocupations of the remainder 
were not recorded. 

It is reported from Taichou, one of the pra- 
feoctural cities of Chekiang, that a soldier has 
severely wounded a student of the Nanshien 
school there, and that, as a protest, the whole 
school have gone on “strike.” The students 
held a meeting, and it was decided to demand 
the punishment of the soldier, Efforts, says 
the Hankow Mail, sre teing made by the 
faculty of the school and the authorities to 
persuade the students to resume work, but, so 
far, without avail.

A number 
of prominent Siamese are interested 
aud hold shares in the new company, The 
fleet which passes under the management of the 
new owners on Joly Ist, includes the Mahidol, 
Yugals, Asdang, Boribat, Redang and Obak- 
rabhongs, and a new vessel designed specially 
for the Bangkok-Chantaboon run, which is 
expected to arrive in Bangkok in about three 
months time. The East Asiatic Co, Ltd, have 
been appo nted Managing Agents for the new 
Company. The Board of Directors consists of 
five members thrée of whom are Europeans and 
two Siamese. 


Prince Ito, the Resident-General at Seoul, is 
being criticised by Seoul correspondents of the 
Japanese papera for confirming the Coilbran- 
Bostwick Development Co. in the possession of 
an important copper-mine concession at Kapsan, 
North Korea. When the mining law was 
brought into force recently it appears that 
several applications were received for this con- 
cession from Koreans and Japanese, but prior 
to this Mr. Collbran had produced to the 
Residency-General a license granted by the 
Emperor Father (then the Emperor) in Febra- 
ary, 1905, insisting that he had already obtained 
the Kapsan mining concession, The Korean 
Government were. however, unsware of the 
granting of the said license and held that it was 
by no means a legal right. Such privileges 
had hitherto been also enjoyed by Japanese and 
Koreans, and the Resident-General. annulled 
all of them, but Mr. Collbran alone @38 
protest to the Residency-General, through the 
U.S. Embassy in Tokyo. The matter thus 
became a diplomatic question between Japan 
and America, and has been pending for the past 
three years. 1¢ has now been settled in Mr. 
Collbran’s favour and one Japanegs newspaper 
complains that the Resident-General has more 
than once sacrified mining privileges in order 
to win the favour of Foreign Powers towards 
Korea.

“MERCANTILE INFORMATION 
AGENCIES. 
| (Daily Press, 4th July.) 

In onelway or another many'of our readers 
must-be interested in those firms or agencies 
which offer to collect and present information 
about mercantile firms with whom their 
cliente may have some prospect of doing 
business?. There was recently made a 


decision by the Judicial Comuittee in an 


appeal emanating from Australia, in re 
“Macintesh vy. Duno,” which materially 
threatens the status of such agencies. 


_ Properly conducted, these mercantile in- 


formation agencies are of the utmost service 
aud value to traders so that the disagree- 
ment of the Judicial Committee with the 


some anxiéty as to its sequela. The 
Commonwealth judges recognise their use- 
fulness ; the Judicial Committee points oue 
their dangerous possibilities as chartered 
libellers. In the particular case, the 
plaintaff was a Sydney firm of bardware 
merchants, about whom the defendants, a 
commercial’ information bureau, gave in- 
formution to another Sydney firm, the 
reports being very unfavourable to the 
plaintiff's business character and standing. 
They were, in fact, suck as were bound to 
prevent dealings with them by any firm to 
whom they were sent. Suit for libel was 
begun, and before Mr. Jusricz Coen the 
plea ot privilege was submitted. Previously 
the New South Wales Supreme Court had 
denied the privilege, uttering the opinion 
that “the ‘law will not allow a joint 
stock co-operative slander association 
(limited). A jury therefore pave damages, 
to the amount of £500. The Supreme 
Court of the Commonwealth reversed 
this, all the Judges declaring such 
reports to be privileged. “I have no 
difficulty, indeed,” said the Curer Justice, 
“in coming to the conclusion that the 
occasion was privileged.” One Judge laid 
stress on the fact that only subscribers cculd 
obtain information. Another was impressed 
by the fact that the agency had a “ duty ”’ 
to the person who employed it. A man of 
business might make such inquiries by him- 
self or hia servant ; “ if instead of sending 
one of his own servants to make the in uiry 
the merchant or trader chooses to sci pisy a 
person or company carrying on the business 
of making these inquiries, it would equally 
be the legal duty of that person or company 
to comnmuicate to the employer all inform- 
ation which he himself believed to be true, 
fully and freely, so far as his knowledge 
goes.” Accordingly the verdict was set aside. 
But now the uncertainty of the law as 
defined. by Judges has become once more 
Paniete Transferred to England, the 
ndicial Committee has repudiated the 
reasoning above quoted.

These agencies 
are now common enough, and go far as the 
absence of indications otherwise goes, they 
mest in the main be honest. Prey help 
both parties, where their representations 
lead to the giving of credit or opening 
accounts between firms previously unknown 
to each other, In America, the Courts 
consider information given by such 
agencies as privileged, and the consensus 
of opinion among business men every where 
is probably that such cdmmunications 
should be privileged. Ag one of the 
Australian Judges remarked! “ Merchanta 
have an interest in knowing, and have a 
right to know, the character df their dealers 
and those who propose to dev with them, 
and of those upon whose standing and 
responsibility they in the course of their 
buainess have occasion to rely|”

PHILIPPINES AND FREE TRADE.

(Daily Press, July 7th.) ioe 
One of the features of the Fourth of July 
celebrations in the Philippines was a great — 
demonstration with the object of endoraing 
in mass meeting a petition in favour. of.- 
Free Trade between the Philippine Islands 
and the United States. Meetings were 
arranged to take place not only in Manila. 
but in many other of the principal cities'of. 
the Archipelago. The demonstration was — 
platfned by the Merchants’ Association; ae 
apd the petition asks Congress to: give-to the 
Philippines laws similar tothose:whiots ha 
been enacted in the casé of: “Porto F 
Sincg that island wag* given*thé 
of free trade with “the United 
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“splendid development" has been wit- 
nessed, and the petitioners say they believe 
ey can pledge to Uongress for the Philip- 
nes an equal return in commerce, in pro- 
ortion to population, if they are yiven the 
ame legislative advantages. That is to say, 
. “where the million Purto Ricans purchase 
twenty-five million dollars’ worth of goods 
in the United States, eight million Fili- 
ince will, within ten years from 
the enactment of a Free-Trade law, be 
purchasing two hundred million dollars 
worth.” Equi trade advantages with 
Porto Rico will also, the petitioners claim, 
_Yemove the economic troubles with which 
the islands are afflicted and bring them once 
more to “a condition of prosperity and 
happines&.” Looking at the official report 
on the Commerce. of the Islands for 1907 
one, might derive the impression that the 
Philippines were now in a fair way to 
attain that happy state cven under present 
legislative conditions. An increase of 
nearly three millions dollars was shown in 
the value of the imports, compared with the 
returos of the previous year, while the 
export trade reached “the maximum in 
the history of the islands.” But the 
petitioners state that “ while sections of the 
Archipelago that yield hemp, copra and rice 
haye continue during recent years under a 
fair measure of prosperity, the country has 
lacked the stimulus of capital, and the 
producers of many articles, notably sugar, 
have laboured under conditiona that 
preeluded success; and during the present 
year the low prices that have prevailed for 
hemp and copra, together with a partial 
failure of the rice crop, have proatrated 
industry and precipitated an acute economic 
crisis,” 

The demand which the people of the 
Philippines are now forcmg upon the 
attention of Congress is not a new one. It 
has been voiced by the leading representa- 
tives of American commerce in the islands 
on many occasions, und the demand for.the 
removal particularly of the American tariff 
on sugar and tobacco grown in the Philip- 

ines hae had the powerful support of the 
don Mr. W.H. Tarr. In the extremely 
probable event of Mr. Tarr succeeding 
President RoosrvetT at the White House 
the, desires of the people of the Philippines 
as.expreased in this petition are likely to 
recaiye the most sympathetio consideration, 
It seems indecd that he bas promised, if 
elected, to call anextra session of Congress 
in March to consider the proposal. But 
while there is this movement in the 
Philippines, it is interesting to other na'ions 
trading with the islands to note that manu- 
facturers in the United Statec are declaring 
in favour of the closing of the Philippine 
Islands to trade with all countries other than 
the United S‘ates. The Convention of 
American Manufucturers in New York in 
May: passed: a resvlution embodying this 
claim.

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HONGKONG SANITARY BOARD. 


The newly constituted Sanitary Board met 
on July 7th for the firat’ time. Mr. 
C. MoI. Messer, the new president, took the 
chair, and another new personality was Dr. A. 
Gibson, as secro(ary; Dr. Puarso being also 
included in the personnel. There was present 
Hon, Mr. W. Chathem, Hon. Mr. Irving, Dr. 
Kearse, Dr. Macfarlane, Lieut.-Colonel Reid, 
Mr. Shelton Hooper, and Mr. Lau Uhna-pak, 

The acting Secretary, Dr. Gibson, read the 
following letter addreesed to the Seoretary of 
the Sanitary Board :

Mr. SHetton Hoorger—I think before we 
proceed with the ordinary business that I shall 
be expressing the viewa and feelings of all 
meinbers of this Board in congratulating you on 
the appointment the Governor has conferred on 
youras head of the administrative sanitary 
department and ex-officio president of this 
Board. His Excollenoy, in introducing the new 
legislation, and in outlining the constitution 
that he proposed to adopt for the administration 
of sapitary affairs in this Colony, said that be 
proposed to substitute for the Principal Civil 
Medical Offi:er of Health as head of this Board 
arcadet with experience of Chinese and their 
ldnguage and of proved administrative ability. 

i am eure that the Board will agree that 
the Governor has falfilled that promise in 
appointing yourself, In looking- over your 
record sinoa you have been in the Colony 
for a little over ten years, I find you have soted 
as assistant Colonial Secretary, as magistrate, 
and you have been a member of the Legislative 
and Executive Councils. You must have proved 


. ad efflciency very early in your career because 


find that you became a member of the Execu- 
tive Council before you had ceased to be a cadet, 
and therefore we may look forward with pleasure 
to our association with you in presiding at this 
Board. I think that the future should be a 
period of usefulness, usefulness to the Govern- 
ment and usefulness to the Colony in general. 
Jf the administration is to be a success it can 
only be so with the co-operation of the unofficial 
members of this Board, and speaking for myself, 
and the other unofficial members of this Board 
you can be assured of that co-operation, You 
have a right to lnok to us for support 
in all deliberations and consideration of the 
various matters that come before us, and 
that support will be cbe.rfally given. We, on 
‘the other hand, have a right—and we shall look 
to you to see that we have it -we have a right 
to be treated equally with (be officials and with 
you yourself. When presiding here you will 
not preside over a department of your own, bat 
over a body, every member of which has 
equal rights with yoursslf. You are unum 
inter pares, with the exception that in addition 
fo your deliberative vote you have a cast- 
ing v. te. I hope that in the era of usefulness 
‘which I trust we are now entering, there will 
be concerted action so that the sanitary condi-

The increase: based on last year’s receipte 
will amount to $18,000. per annim. 

With regard to the suggestion put forward 
in the second pardégraph of the enol-sure to 
your letter I am to state that the Government 
ia at a loss to understand how such tax could be 
preperly distributed seeing that much of the 
underwriting is done outside the Colony, and I 
am to enquire how your Committee would 
propose to give effect to their suggestion.

MEMORANDUM FOR CHAMBER OF COMMERGE 
RE LIGHT DUES. 

Reasons for undertaking Typhoon Shelter.— 
The vital necessity and urgenoy of this work 
has been pressed repeatedly upon Government 
by the Unofficial Members of Council, and my 
predecessor gave a pledze that Government 
wonld undertake it without delay. and would 

_ contribute a sam equal to that subscribed by 

the community towarda the Typhoon relief 
fund, viz:—$279,903. The balance of this fund 
was handed over to Government. It amounted 
to $35,804 and has been earmarked as a fund 
for relief. in similar circumstances in the 
future. On my arrival in the Colony it de- 
volved upon me to make good Sir Matthew 
Nathan’s pledge, and when the estimates were 
discuesed in September last Messrs. Osborne 
and Hewett again very strongly urged the 
necessity for the shelter and blamed Govern- 
ment for delay. From what [ can gather they 
voiced the wishes of the Community. 

Reasons for Delay.—This delay had arisen 
in the first place. owinr to a protracted dis- 
cussion as to the comparative merits of different 
sites, and in the second place to the time 
required for making a reliable estimate, and in 
endeavouring to find an alternative and cheaper 
scheme. 

Cost.— When the project was firat broached 
8 rough calculation for foot ran was made merely 
for the purpose of contrasting the comparative 
cost of the different sites proposed, and the 
one at Mongkoktsui wes on this basis of cal- 
culation put down at $600,000. When this site 
had finellv been decided upon, a detailed estimate 
was prepared by Mr. Boulton, than whom there 
is probably no one better qualified for the taak,

The 
result was that after careful) revision his 
estimate wag increased to $1,540,000 instead of 
decreased, and that he reported that no partial 
or progressive scheme was possible. The 
elternative was to decrease the area of the shelter 
from 166 sores to 57 acres at a cost of $883,800. 
The Engineer's report and ¢stimates were 
referred to the Public Works |Committee of 
the Legislative Counoil of which the Chairman 
of the Chamber of Commerce is a member and 
they unanimously recommend thé larger echeme 
at Mongkoktsui. 

Mothod of meeting Cost —After a most care- 
ful investigation of the liabilities of the 
Goverument and the available jrevenoe which 
I need not detail at length in/this Memoran- 
dam but which on fitting opportunity I shall 
fully explain, I satisfied myself} that I had no 
alternative bat to raise the light dues tempor- 
arily in the way which has been described to 


sthe Chamber of Commerce. 


The following are among the} reasons which 
led me to this conclusion. 

(a) On the last occasion when| an inorease of 
revenue was found to be neceteary (in 1902) 
practically all licences were ls i 
buat no additional contribution w 
shipping. Its ability to contribute waa re- 
cognised, but it was reserved for the next occa- 
sion which might arise, 

(b) This liability was recogniged in December 
1896 when the unofficial members with one 
exception unanimously recommended that the 
imposition «f a permanent tonnage due of i4¢ 
cents in addition to the | cent} Light dues cn 
the grounds that shipping should pay its fair 
proportion to the revenue, 

(c) It arises from the fact that shipping bene- 
fite directly both in respect of ¢apital expendi- 
ture on works, and in respegt of increased 
efficiency in administrative machinery. In 1342 
the Colony opuld offer nothing) but a harbour 
infested by pirates and ships watered from a 
waterfall near Aberdeen. Thorp is now efficient 
police protectioa, hospitals. markets, better aud 
obeaper water supply, varions uspfal institutions 
like the Sailors Home, good wharves and piers 
for landing and discharging caggo, and a well 
organised Harbour Department|which regulates 
native oraft. 

(d) The principle that shipping should con- 
tribute to general revenue is} recognised by 
the United states of America, |which assigned 
shipping dues to national debt charges, de- 
fence, and general ravenue, ; In reply to a 
petition from the Shipping interest in 1897 Mr. 
Chamberlain replied :—“‘If at) any time here- 
after urgent necessity should arise for increasing 
general revenue I should be prepared to con. 


ping dues” and again in 1902 he gave it 
view that a special tax should be Jevied to cover 
any harbour improvement. 

(e) In my view the typhoon ghelter is 
“harbour improvement” which moreover direot- 
ly benefits Ocean shipping in that lighters and 
small craft which now bolt for the inadéquate 
refuge at Causeway Bay on the first indication 
of a typhoon and so leave the| Ocean steamers 
sometimes, I believe, for several days unable to 
load or discharge, and thus subject them to 
much delay and expense, will,) when the new 
typhoon refuge is built, be ablejte remain to the 
last moment secure in the knowledge that they 
can gain an eutrance, however fate. 

- If, however, this direct benefit to Ocean ship- 
ing should be disputed, the principles put 
orward in (c) and (d) go to show that Ship- 
ping is liable for conotribution|to any harbour 
improvement and even to purposes of general 
revenue. 

(f). 1¢ has been argued that the imposition of 
apy dues beyond the amount actually spent on 
lights and buoys would mean|that Hongkong 
would no longer be a“ Free Port.” A “ Free 
Port’’ is one in which no Cpstoms dues are 
charged. Copenhagen, a free port, charges the 
equivalent of six pence 8 ton,| while Shanghai 
charges the equivalent of 14 canta per ton. 

Others have urged that the [Proclamation of 
1842 made exemption of all dues, an increase 
would violate that pledge. he Proclamation

(g) It has been urged that the Colony owes 
ita prosperity to shipping which would avoid 
the Port if dues are levied. There are those 
who maintain that shipping which would avoid 
the Port for dues so small aa these, wore bet- 
ter away. The dues were raised to 24 cents 
batween April 1890 and October 1897 to pay 
for the Gap Rock Lighthouse, and between 
these dates the tonnage increased from 
4,893,733 tons to 6,063,640 tons, The inducemeat 
of ships to come to this port pace that they have 
nothing to pay, but in ordér to earn freights, 
and proportionately as Hongkong becomes an 
industrial oentre her sbippiog will increase, 
Uur geographical position is equally advant- 
ageons to us as an iodustrial centre as it is asa 
Port of Call. 

(0) The Chamber of Commerce appear to 
co stend that the amount imposed upon shipping 
is too great, and that other interests should con- 
tribuiew portion. Only half of-the cost is asked 
from the shi;ping, and though I am not at 
present able to forecast the financial require- 
ments of next year and shall noc be 
in a position to do ao till the draft estimates 
are before me, I fear that the shipping interest 
is by no means likely to be the only one which 
will have t» submit to increased taxation, look- 
ing to the large increase of revenue necessary 
for payment of interest on railway expenditure, 
the tailin exchange, the prospect of diocline in 
opium revenue, and the continued loss due to 
discoant un subsidiary coins. 

(i) The Chamber uf Commeros urge that the 
sum to be raised should be spread over a longer 
term of years, with a proportionate decrease in 
the extra dues, ‘I'here is no point which has 
been more strongly emphasized by the represen- 
tatives of the Cummunity in Council than that 
the construction of the refuge should be pushed 
on with the utmost rapidity, and shouid not 
be allowed to ocoupy so long a time as the 
Post Office and Law courts are doing. A 
period of five years has been estimated fur the 
work, but if it should take longer than 
that time, it may be possible to spread the con- 
tribution for the last year or two over a longer 
period. Government however ig not able to 
supply the capitel for the commencement of the 
work, and to rely on gradually recouping itself 
over a jong series of years, uor, in view of the 
existing loans which amount to above one tanth 
of revenue, am I able to recommend to the 
Seoretary of State, nor would he agree to a 
proposal for, a loan for sunh a purpuse. I do 
not enter into this matter in detaul in this Me- 
morsndum however, since it has already extended 
to considerable leugth,

MEMO. BY THE HON. DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC 
WORKS. 


I beg to submit the accompanying plan and 
section of the proposed boat-shelter at Mong- 
kokteui and the following report :— a 

‘the plan shows, in red, the long breakwater 
originally proposed, and, in green, a short 
breakwater now suggested, but not commended. 
‘I'he section shows a design which has been 
prepared after full consideration of the effeota 
of the 1906 typhoon, 

The balk ot the work could be carried out 
by native contractors. The concrete block- 
work ia the only part of the structure which 
would have to be carried out departmentally, 
and very little special plant would be required 
forit, A dredger would have to be hired from 
the Dock Company or Messrs, Panchard Low-_ 
ther & Co., for the purpose of exe.vating the 
trench for the foundations. 

The blockwork is expensive but necessary, 
because three tons is the maximum weight : of 
the boulders to be got by junks, and such blocks 
are too smal! to withstand the action of the sea 
at or near low-tide level. Tho conorete blocks 
would extend down to 7 feet below Ordinance 
Datum, at which depth the three-ton boniders 
would nut be liab’e to distarbanes by the waves. 

1 estimate the cost of this design at $370,00 
per lineal foot snd the total coat of. the long 
breakwater as follows :— : :

The actual cross-section of the long break. 
water at any point would’ not differ materially 
from the average oross-section shown; and 
jndging by the borings taken in connection 
with the meposed ‘work, and by the soundings 
on the ‘Aum ralty Charts, the average cross 
section of thea short breakwater, or of ADY 
other breakwater in the neighbourhood of it, 
would app‘ kimate closely to the average cross 
section shown. 

With reference to the question of bringing 
Within certain limgts the cost of any works to 
be undertaken, I have to say that nothing 
but' a cowplele breakwater would be of any 
practical use, as the Observatory records of the 
1906 typLoon alone, are sufficient to show (vide 
attached Diagram ‘showing the average hourly 
direction and velocity of the wind during the 
ae on the morning of the 18 h September, 
] 


The short breakwater suggested on the plan 
would give a sheliered area equal to Causeway 
Bay. This would be worth having; but there 
would reem to be too many expensive difficulties 
in the way to admit of the suggestion being 
acted on. 

The area is small, and the width of the 
entrance would have to be proportionately 
small; but the north entrance cannot be placed 
close to the north shore, owing to a rocky shoal 
which exists at that point. A jetty would 
therefore te constructed on the shoal, and the 
entrance would be immediately to the South of 
it, as shown on the plan, 

The estimated coat of the short breakwater, 
and the jetty is as follows :—

The area enclosed by the ehort breakwater 
would be liable to become so packed with small 
oraft as to cause a serious obstruction to the 
marine frontages abutting on the area; and 
seas running off the sonth-east end of the 
breakwater » ould impinge on the marine front- 
ages immediately sonth of the entrance. 

To avoid complicated claims from the lot- 
owners sffeoted it would probably be necessary 
to reeume all the lots between Kowloon Marine 
Lot 82 and Kowloon Marine Lot 39 and 
strengthen the 'sea wall between the south 
entrance and Kowloon Marine Lot 39.

S1n,— We beg to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 29th ultimo enclosing copies 
of the Government’s reply your Chamber’s 
letter regarding the proposed yphoow Harboar 
of Refuge at Mongkoktsui and Memoranda by 
His Excellency and the Hon. Director of 
Public Works, for which we have to thank you, 

For the sake of brevity we attach memoranda 
we have drawn up regarding the proposed 
refuge, and our notes on some of the points 
affecting the shipping trade| and taxation of 
Hongkorg, dealing with the comments made 
by His Excellency, | 

We are strongly of opinion that immediate 
steps should be taken {o improve (he refuge at 
Causeway Bay, half of which at the present 
time is practically useless owing to silt, We 
think that, on this being donb, it will provide 
shelter for the greater part, i not the whole, of 
the smaller craft employed in the Harbour. 

Should the Government, however, be definitely 
committed to the Mongkoktauj scheme we rely 
on your Chamber to advocate that they adopt a 
scheme on the lines laid down in our memoran 
dum, by which the cost—but not necessarily the 
work— is spread over a term of years, and will 
thus fall less heavily on those who have to 
contribute (o the cost of the works, a poley 
which is usually adopted by|port trusta an 
cities borrowing money fo 
provements. 


With reference to the Colonial Secretary's 
reply to our enquiry regarding the increased 
fees on cargo boats, lightera and water boats, we 
are surprised to learn that i 
made in the interest of General Revenue on 
the ground that such fees| were considered 
to be law. We are of 
fees derived from such 
be devoted to the up-keep| of the various 
branches of the Harbour Department ; and that 
avy surplos should be applied to works such as 
the dredging of an:eway Bay or the erection 
of a typhoon shelter. We wold point out that 
from past records, Mr. Chamberlain mentioned 
the revenue derived from native Shipping was 
to be spplied to the Harbour Master’s Depart- 
ment, as apart from what may be termed the 
General Budget of the Colony.

Lighters and large junks can ride at 
anchor as they bave always done, and small 
craft can be well accommodate | at Causeway 
Bay in ordinary typhooas. 

4, Safety of Craft. For s typhoon un-

Mongkoktsui Shelter.— Suggested method 

of meeting cost. 

If the Government is defloitely committed to 
the Mongkoktsui scheme there is nothing 
farther to be said except for the shi ping to 
present their views as to floancing the work. 
They would repeat that this should be arranged 
to extend over alonger period than that pro 
by the Government and that the extra 
tax on sbipping should not exceed $ cent 
per ton net register, The finandal arrange- 
ment should be ‘separate and distinot 
from tle general finances of the Colony. 
This can be done, if necessary, without the 
Government contracting a special loan. Avy 
of the local Banks will be glid to lend the 
money asan ordinary overdraft at 6 per cent., if 
guaranteed by the Government, the Shippin 
Companies guaranteeing to pay the extra 
cent per net register ton until the cost is finally 
paid off, the account to be reduced by the pay- 
ment monthly into the Bank providing the 
money, of the total realised by the extra 4 cent, 
together with an equal amount representing the 
Government's half share of the cost, By thig 
means the urgency of the work suffers no elay.

(a) Owing to the increased size of steamers 
heavier dues have to be paid than heretofore, 
In most instances steamers have no: brought or 
taken away more cargo than formerly, but the 
cost of coaling has been increased, The Colony 
has consequently benefitted.

Sailors Home pays for itself, we believe, and 
it would be interesting to learn what share the 
Government pays for any advanteges derived 
therefrom by the Shipping. 

Wharves and Piers Government have 
charged Shipping Companies very highly for 
Crown Rent, &c, and piers and wharves are 
ereoted by private enterprise. Shipping pays 
directly for every service rendered, 

Cost of Harbour Department is more than 
paid for out of Light Dues. 

(f) Free Port. Shipping Companies do not 
protest against extra taxation altogether on 
their own account; they can always ‘even up” 
on rates so that ultimately all additional taxation 
is met by consumers, but the Governmect should 
tread cautiously in the direction of increasing 
the burdens on shipping, for, if taxation is 
increased beyond reason, owners will hava to 
protect themselves by increasing rates to the 
disadvantage of Hongkong vis &-vis other ports. 

The difference of even half a cent per picul 
might mean that transhipment of thousands of 
tons of cargo would be diverted from Hongkong 

and delivered direct to Manila, Shanghai, Canton 
and elsewhere, ‘The Shipping Companies can 
view such a transfer of trade with equanimity, 
because they: can deliver and collect cargo in 
Manila or Shanghai or elsewhere with equal 
facility, but the Hougkong Government would 
realise, when perbaps it was {oo late, that they 
had driven ‘trade into the bands of a competing 
port, willing and anxious to secure the trade. 

In the Philippines the American Government 
has lately epent Jarge sums in¢mproving their 
harbours. and the ports are absolutely free—no 
tonnage dues or light dues—and as a con- 
sequence railway material and other home cargo 
which used to.come via Hongkong is now 
carried direct {o the Thilippines, while hemp 
and other expor{s which previously were tran- 
shipped at this port, are increasingly shipped 
direct from Manils. 

Shanghai are similarly improving the 
Whangpoo, not at the expense of Shipping. 
but in order to attract it. Shanghai is not 
a free port and does not claim to be, bat 
how is the 14 cents per ton made up? 
China charges tonnage dues at the rate of four 
mace per net register t-n==61 Mexican cents for 
four months. For this levy steamers have the 
privilege of calling at any and all China Ports 
ag many ‘imes as they like fora period of four 
months without extra obarge of any kind, and 
should steamers be laid up during the period an 
extension is granted. Contrast the services 
rendered by the Chivese Government with that 
by the Hongkong Government, There is no 
comparison. The Chica Coast is one of the 
best lighted in the world and the servics second 
to none. On some of the regular coasting lines 
the charge of four mace every four months 
actually works out less than the Hougkong dues 
of one cent per net register ton levied every 
time a steamer calls. 


If it is correct that the Colony does 
not owe its prosperity to Shipping it 
will not be disputed, woe presume, that 


it is the trale which attracts it here. If 
that trade is driven elsewhere by excessive 
taxation either direct or indirect it will be 
lost to the Colony bat not to the shipping | 
which can readily follow it. How easily ship- 
_ ping followed the trade to Manchester when the 
Canal was opened, how qulck'y it le"t Macao for 
Hongkong, and Chefoo for Tsingtau, when Igok

PLAGUE IN SAIGON. 


We note in Saigon papers that plague, which 
had numerous victims in the city last year, has ; 
reappeared. The Clayton apparatus is being 
ugad to disinfect the city. In.one paper we 
note a comment to the following effect :— 
“Saigon isthe one and only port remaining 
open to Hongkong, which is declared infected 
by plague by all the ports of tha Far Hast. It 
is necessary to believe that we have nothing to 
fear f om Hongkong, the plague being already 
installed comfortably encugh in our own colony,” 

In Ind:-China great importapoe is attached 
to innoonlation as a prophbylkctio,- bunt M. 
Bouhenre, the Acting Governor jof Indo-China, 
in a circular to the Health Department 
intimates that following on the gonsiderable use 
of anti-plague serum during the last two years 
the Pasteur Institute of Paris has exhausted the 
reserve which it possessed, and it is not possible 
to count on a new supply for a year. In these 
circumstances the quantity which exists in 
Indo-China will be strictly reserved for the 
treatment of confirmed cases, but preventive 
vaccinations will ba ‘effected 'with Haffkine 
vaccina which the Institute af Nha-trang is 
able to produce. :

SIR WALTER HILLIER’S 
APPOINTMENT. 


Our ‘Tisntsin correapondent writes .— 
Renter's recent announcement of thé appoint- 


Chinese Government has given rise to endless 
discussion and conjectures. Jn Tioentsin and 
Peking some who profess to be in the know in 
such matters gave it ont that here was the new 
Tnspector-General of the I.M.C. in placa of 
Sir Robert Hart. Tt need not bv said that this 
view or assumption or rumour foand asceptance 
only among those with whom the wish was father 
to the thought. 

Among the Peking rnmoars as to Sir Walter 
that he has come 
out temporarily at a very bigh salary, and that 
he has come at the invitation of the Chinese 
Government, or at avy rate at the invitation of 
very high officials, and that be is bei g paid by 
the Chinese. According to one well informed 
authority, Sir Walter has come ont for one or 
more specific pieces of work, bat not ia con- 
nexion with the Imperial Maritime Customs, or 


‘atany rate notinconnexion with any permanent 
Customs appointment, and certainly not in , 
connexion with the Inspector. Generalship. 


Another rumour, which has obtained mach 
acceptance, though it emanated from a quite 
unofficial source, is that Sir Walter Hillier has 
come ont as a Financial Adviser ix anticipation 
of the Chinese Government undertaking some 
scheme of financial reform Perhaps the basis of 
this report may b3 the fact that Sir Walter’s 
brother is manager of the Peking Branch of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation. 
There is reason for thinking that financial 
reform is amoung schemes which may shortly 
become questions of practical politics. 

Asa matter of fact, however, there is the very 
best. possible authority for ssying that Sir 
Walter Hillier himself knows nothing more 
about bis appointment than be himself read in 


rumours, 

One of the Hongkong papers has written of 
Sir Walter Hillier as though he were still in 
London. As a4 matter of fact, Sir Walter and 
Lady Hillier are already in Peking, and have 
been for some time. Their presence in the 
capital would hava been regarded ag an ordina 
pleasure visit, had it. nct been for Reuter'a 
telegram abiut the appointment. Sir Walter 
bas nomerous friends in the capital. I 
have the best reason possible for reiterating 
that all reports professing to announce the 
object of the appointment are based merely oa 
guesswork, and that beyond the fact that he hss 
been retain-d as adviser, Sir Walter bimself is 
as yet unaware of any special case in which his 
services are to be employed. 


WHOLESALE POISONING OF 
| SOLDIERS IN INDO-CHINA. 


Hanoi papers report a dastardly attempt to 
kill off by poison the men of the Artillery 
and the N.nth Colonial Regiment at Hanoi. 
After partaking of soup on the night of 
Saturday the 28th ult. the men, by handreds, 
were seized with violent colic and other 
indications of dangerous illness. All who 
were not suffering were called out and the 
defence of Hanoi was rapidly organised. Then 
inquiries bagan to be made, and it waa recognia2d 
that the Doi and the Cai of the Compsgaie 
d'ouvriers were the authors of this criminal 
attempt. They were all arrested, aud 83 men 
of the artillery and 82 of the Ninth Culonial 
Regiment were conveyed to hospital. 

It was subsequently ascertained that the 
poison employed was srsenic, bat fortunately 
it was diluted to such an extent that it failed - 


It was also ascertained that on the Saturday. 
evening when the poison was observed to take 
effect, about a score of natives cycled roand to 
the camp of the tiraillears, and when the news 
spread the whole band disappeared. At the same 
time upon the road to Sontay, a Cai anda native 
Were ssen cutting the telegraph lines, Another - 
lst ‘Tonkinois) experienced the effects of the 
poison bat not a single tiraillour was indisposed. 

Altogether sixty men wore placed ander 
arrest in connection with the affair aad are to 
be tried by Court Martial.

“A LBAK IN THE CHINEBE TEAPOT., ” 


H.E. Chang, Viceroy of the two Kwang 
Provinces, has directed the yeary Chancellor 
to issue a proclamation of w hich the following 
is a literal translation :—“ I, Provincial Literary 
Chancellor, am directed by His Excellency 
Ching, Viceroy of the Liang Kwong, to issue 
this proclamation to inform She public that on 
the 2nd day of the 5th moon of the 34th year 
of Kwong ui, His Excellengy Chang received 
a dispatch from the Board of Agriculture ard 
Commero: slatiog that on thei4 t day of the 4th 
moon of Kwoog Sni, Lau Sit Kwan, Director 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the Hoi Moon 
District, in the Kan-3u Province, petitioned to 
the Board of Agricalture and Commerce oalljng 
their attention to the following matter :-— The 
soil of the Tung -1oi district ig most suitable for 
cultivation of cotton. The cotton produo-d in 
that region is long, soft and very flexible, ard may 
be said to be the best cotton produced in China. 
Barriog American cotton, there is none which 
can come up toits mark in anslity,even Amerana 
cotton scarcely surpasses it. T 
Tung Hoi as a tall stem and its leaves are large. 
Tt bearsa rich and large flower. In investigating 
the varioua records on the subject of cotton we 
find that its original name was oalled “ Knut 
Pui” (Indian name) and the plant was originally 
introduced into China from India, Bat now 
Indian cotton does not bear comparison in 
quslity with that prodaced in Tang Hoi. Tung 
Hoi cotton is rich, white, soft and floxible and 
is far superior in every respect to Bombay 
cotton. Labour has a more important bearing on 
this matter than the quality of the seeds from 
which cotton is raised. Although the cotton 
prodaced in the districts of Tung Kiog, Tang 
Heung, Hoi Moon and Sai Heung is of the best 
quality, yet in seme places the cotton is found 
to be superior to that grown in other distriots; 
though raised by the same élags of labourers, 
this may be on account of the difference in 
richness of the soil. : 

“ The native cotton cloth manufactured in 
Tung Hoi bas all along been consumed by the 

ple of the Uhree Hastern Provinces. Over 

0,00) bales are manufacturéd and disposed of 
annually, But in recent years foreign oloth 
and yarn have fouaod their way into those 
markets ia large quantities! and the conse- 
quence is that the demand:for native cloth 
has diminished considerably. If the manufacture 
of native cloth could be pushed the business 
would r.vive. If military péople, police men, 
s{udents and all others use native oloth to make 
their uniforms and olothes, then the profit and 
benefit will not flow into foreign countries, and 
the cbtton industry will ba stimulated and 
revived. I therefore beg yon to memorializs 
the Throne requesting that regulatioas may be 
drawn up and forwarded a Vicsroys and 
Governors of all the Provinces requesting them 
to give instructions to all the Bureaux withio 
their jurisdiction to use native cloth. Thug 
not only Tung Uoi will benefit by it, but all 
the dietricts where native clo:hes are. manu- 
factured will share in the blessings &o, &o,”
